Given Test

LAS VEGAS, Oct. 30—A new-type 
tactical A bomb exploded in a bril­ 
liant flash over Nevada test site 
northwest of Las Vegas at 7 a. rn. 
PST today (IO a. rn. EST). 
The medium sized, but incredi­ 
bly potent weapon, second of its 
a kind produced by the Atomic 
Energy Commission and tested 
this week, was dropped by a high­ 
flying B 29 from Kirtland Air 
Force Base, Albuquerque, N. M. 
The blinding flash was seen from 
Las Vegas, some 80 miles away 
from the white cross target. 
There were no immediate sounds 
nor blast effects felt by Las Veg­ 
ans, but spectators closer to the 
test site reported that they heard 
•deep rumblings and some even said 
they felt the heat from the blast. 
It was believed that this bomb 
was somewhat more powerful than 
the one dropped on the site Sun­ 
day, but public information officials 
of the ATX' would not comment 
either on the size or the yield of the 
powerful weapon.

NEW YORK. Oct 30-A seven- 
man team of businessmen paying 
their own expenses, headed for 
Europe today to explain “the Amer­ 
ican way of competition” through 
fnodern sales technique.

Egyptians Halt

CAIRO, Oct. 30—Egyptian ex­ 
tremists reportedly halted all traf­ 
fic to the British-held Suez Canal 
Zone today and the British com­ 
mander vowed his troops will not 
be “starved, forced or knocked 
I out.” 
“ Liberation militia” of the Mos- 
! lem Brotherhood were said to have 
blocked off all roads in Sharkia 
province leading to the B r i t i s h 
camps in the canal zone. The bro­ 
therhood itself was reported seizing 
all permits and identity cards of 
Egyptians working in the camps. 
Groups of “ militia” were confis­ 
cating truckloads of vegetables and 
other fresh foods being shipped to 
the Suez zone. 
The English Admiralty in Lon­ 
don meanwhile announced that 
the Aircraft Carriers Illustrious 
and Triumph, both in British 
ports, have been ordered to stand 
by to transport troops to the 
Mediterranean area if required. 
The London Daily Mirror report­ 
ed that 5,000 additional troops will 
be sent from Britain to the Suez 
area if present tension continues. 
The War Office in London an­ 
nounced that the Third Infantry Di­ 
vision—presently in England — is 
under orders to move to the Middle 
East. 
The latest move to oust the Brit­ 
ish from the vital canal zone fol­ 
lowed a general strike by Egyptian 
mooring boat workers and electri­ 
cians at Port Said, gateway to the 
vital trade link.

KOBE, Japan, Oct. 30 — Striking 
crew members of an American 
freighter docked in Kobe today re­ 
fused to return to their ship de­ 
spite the threat of possible 60-day 
jail sentences. 
The seamen walked off the 
ship, the Ishrandtsen Line’s SS 
Flying Trader, when she docked 
in Kobe Sunday, and refused to 
return unless the vessel’s master, 
Capt. J. B. W’eaver, was remov­ 
ed from command. 
The crew members said their 
lives and physical safety were “ In 
jeopardy” under the command of 
Weaver. 
A spokesman for the shipping 
company said the captain shot and 
killed a “ berserk” merchant sea­ 
man, William Harvey, on Oct. 25 
“ in self defense.” 
The company asked the crew to 
sail the ship out of Kobe with 
another officer, Capt. Andrew J. 
Crinkly, aboard along with Weav­ 
er. The company said the pistol 
with which Harvey was shot had 
been removed from the ship. 
• • • 
THE AMERICAN consul in Kobe 
informed crew members that they 
were subject to arrest and jailing 
for 60 days by the Japanese police 
as illegal entrants if they did not 
sail with their vessel. 
However, the crew’s union chair­ 
man, Morris V’. Cohen, declared 
that the seamen had voted unani­ 
mously to refuse to sail if Weaver 
retained command of the vessel. 
Cohen said most of the seamen 
were without funds, but were be­ 
ing aided by other sailors whose 
ships were docked in Hobe 
The company was reported plan­ 
ning to sail the vessel out of Kobe 
with a Japanese crew. 
Meanwhile, the crew’ members 
sent a cablegram to Joseph Cur­ 
ran, president of the National Mar­ 
itime Union in New York, asking 
his help for their strike.

The Red launched their new se­ 
ries of thrusts in an area under 
discussion as p arrot a buffer zone 
at the Panmunjom truce table. 
Communist negotiators propos­ 
ed that UN troops withdrawfrom 
hard-won positions which are rat­ 
ed of great tactical importance 
by Allied military leaders. 
Red troops swarmed from their 
foxholes in eastern and central Ko­ 
rea in the greatest numbers of re­ 
cent weeks, launching 
repeated 
fierce counterattacks against t h e 
UN troops for the second day in a 
row. 
All the attacks were hurled back, 
and other UN foot soldiers pushed 
ahead in the west for gains of SOG 
to 1.200 yards against spotty Red 
resistance. 
Aerial warfare was comparative­ 
ly quiet again today so far as op­ 
position was concerned. The Com­ 
munist air force of Manchuria-bas­ 
ed jet planes appeared to be still 
licking its wounds from last week, 
when it was beaten by Allied jets 
in a series of dogfights. 
On the ground, the heaviest Red 
counterattacks were launched east 
of Kumsong, at one time the site 
of a huge Communist buildup head­ 
quarters and supply area.

BUFFALO. Oct. 30 - A barge 
loaded with 2,500 tons of gasoline 
and a Great Lakes freighter crash­ 
ed headon in Buffalo Harbor last 
night and 16 persons were believed 
killed in the collision and fire 
which engulfed both vessels. 
Police said that the bodies of 
three men. including those at the 
captain and wheelman of the 
Freighter Penobscot, had been 
recovered and that 13 men were 
missing. Fifteen others were in 
Buffalo hospitals with injuries. 
The Barge 
M o r a n i a, bird 
aground on a hreakwall out of the 
path of shipping, w as still burning 
and it was given up as beyond sal­ 
vage. 
Police said the accident occurred 
as the freighter was entering the 
harbor under “ good visibility” and 
collided w ith the barge, loaded with 
7.000 barrels of gasoline. The barge 
was being pushed by the Tug 
Dauntless whose skipper, 
Capt. 
Thomas F. Sorenson of Brooklyn, 
was hospitalized for b u r n s and 
shock. 
Firemen said the barge probably 
would continue burning for two 
days.

Steel Scrap 
Shortage Feared

YOUNGSTOWN, Oct. 30 — A top 
mobilization official warned today 
that the steel scrap shortage im­ 
perils the nation’s defense program 
and may result in ‘‘most severe” 
scarcities of civilian goods. 
Defense Production Administra­ 
tor Manly Fleischmann gave this 
gloomy appraisal of the steel situa­ 
tion in a speech before a scrap 
mobilization meeting in Youngs­ 
town. 
He said the country will have to 
intensify all efforts to recover iron 
and steel scrap so that increased 
steel production planned 
by the 
government will be achieved on 
schedule. 
Fleischmann pointed out t h a t 
PPA is hoping to boost steel output 
from a current rate of about 104 
million tons a year to between HO 
and 112 million tons in 1952. 
This, he said, will call for “stren­ 
uous efforts” and added that “ hit 
or miss scrap collections” w i l l 
have to he replaced by a more de­ 
finite program.

Thanksgiving

COLUMBUS. Ort. 30 — Farmers 
and nature have coop c r a t e d to 
make part 
of the Thanksgiving 
menu plentiful during the whole 
month of November. The U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture’s plentiful 
foods list for November today in­ 
cluded turkeys, cranberries and ap­ 
ples. 
The department also indicated 
there will be plenty of almonds, 
filberts, and walnuts for the holi­ 
days. 
The outlook for turkey is a rec­ 
ord crop—16 percent 
more than 
last year and a larger proportion of 
small birds. Many of these turk­ 
eys are coming to market now so it 
will not be necessary to wait for 
Thanksgiving to enjoy a turkey 
feast. 
Apples continue plentiful. The 
Midwest is completing a particu­ 
larly large harvest. Cran b e r r y 
growers say they’ll have a crop 
about 25 percent larger than aver­ 
age production. 
There will be plenty of raisins 
and dried prunes for holiday foods. 
Raisin production is estimated half 
again as large as last year. Dried 
prune output is expected to be a 
fifth larger than last year. Large 
supplies may bring relatively low 
prices for these fruits in Novem­ 
ber. 
Processed citrus products contin­ 
ue in good supply, the department 
said. Supplies of frozen orange 
juice at the beginning of October 
were nearly double stocks on hand 
a year ago.

Even if forewarned of war. our I 
armed forces cannot prevent at-1 
tack, for there is no sure way of 
keeping enemy planes from getting 
through our defenses. 
The enemy’s first objective would 
be to upset the war efforts of the 
civilian population, as well as to 
destroy property and to kill and 
injure people. His aim would be lo 
make you quit, leave your jobs, de­ 
sert your homes and start panic 
among you. Panic can take a tre­ 
mendous toll of lives. It also can 
bring production to a stand still. 


It is the task of the civil de­ 
fense to organize and train mil­ 
lions of Americans so that each 
one will be prepared to render 
the best protective service at the 
moment it is needed. 
Your aim should be to accept 
that training so that you will know 
how' to rescue* the trapped and in­ 
jured. know how to work with vol­ 
unteer fir' fighting units, know how 
to prevent panic and know' how to, 
perform any of the specific duties 
of civil defence, particularly those 
you have indicated, in your train-! 
mg, that you are best qualified to 
do. 
There are ways to save thousands 
of people from the effects of blast,: 
radioactivity and 
heat 
from

atomic bomb. There are ways to 
take shelter, to rescue the trapped 
and injured, and ways to cut fire 
losses to a 
minimum.

There are ways of keeping di­ 
sease from spreading, and of pro­ 
tecting our food and water sup­ 
plies. Civil defense, working with 
existing health agencies and phy­ 
sicians, attends to that job. 


We should be prepared to cope 
with poison gases. And we can be, 
for there are good defenses against 
them. There are ways of sharply 
reducing losses from gas attacks, 
and civil defense provides the best 
answers. 
Civil defense services are organ­ 
ized to bring in help from outside, 
and to get a stricken city back into 
working order in the shortest pos­ 
sible time. It provides food, sheltei 
and medical care for victims of at­ 
tack. 
Civil defense takes planning, or­ 
ganization, and a lot of hard work 
There are jobs for you. Find out 
where you can serve your family, 
your community and yourself the 
best. Then volunteer for the work 1 
you arc best .suited to do. 
Civil defense cannot protect cv-} 
cry life and every home, but it will 
save thousands of lives — maybe 
your life or the life of someone 
dear to you.

SINCE the dropping of atomic 
bombs on Japan, medical science 
has been seeking methods of 
dealing with Injuries inflicted by 
this newest of modern weapons. 
Progress in these studies has been 
rapid, so that today we would by 
no means be helpless in the face 
of an atomic attack. 
The greatest source of severe 
and lasting injury following the 
explosion of an atom bomb is 
radioactivity. Early recognition 
of exposure to radiation is very 
important in the treatment of 
such casualties, and it must be 
remembered that everyone with­ 
in a mile radius of the point of 
explosion may sustain radiation 
injuries. 
Blood Damage 
Those who show signs of radia­ 
tion sickness should be put at 
complete rest in some institution 
or hospital equipped to make 
blood studies, since the chief 
damage is likely to be sustained 
by the blood.

Thorough Washing 
People in a radioactive area 
where a bomb has been dropped 
should remove all of their cloth­ 
ing and wash thoroughly with a 
detergent before leaving the ra­ 
dioactive zone. Those entering the 
zone should not touch any sub­ 
stance that might contaminate 
them. Special shoes and gloves 
should be provided that are radio­ 
active-resistant. 
All food and water should be 
examined with a Geiger counter 
before being used. If a mist or 
dust is present in the zone that 
has been exposed to radioactivity, 
a wet handkerchief, or prefer­ 
ably a gas mask, should be worn 
over the m outh and nose to pre­ 
vent the breathing in of atomic 
particles.

ST. L O U IS —Any school boy who 
has ever paged through a geogra­ 
phy book knows that the city of 
St. Louis is located on the west 
bank of the Mississippi river. 
In 
fact, It’s one of the largest cities 
in the United States fronting on 
the historic Father of Waters. At 
least thats what everyone thinks. 
Now along c o m e s the United 
States Geological Survey and very 
definitely says ** Taint so!" 
St. Louis has never been on the 
Mississippi river. Geographers and 
map makers, not to mention the 
thousands of natives and tourists, 
will question this. 
However, the 
Geological Survey has plenty of 
scientific fact back of their explo­ 
sive statement 
S t Louis is not on the Mississip­ 
pi. Ifs on the Missouri. 
The Mississippi and the Missouri 
rivers merge into one giant stream 
about 16 miles north of St. Louis, 
near the city of St. Charles, Mo. 
However, according to the Geolog­ 
ical Survey, their waters do not 
mix until far south of St. Louis. 
In fact, a complete merging of the 
Mississippi stream and the Mis­ 
souri stream is not accomplished 
until more than 20 miles down­ 
stream from St. Louis’ skyline. 
Old rivermen claim that they 
can viefinitely tell when their boats 
are in the "Mississippi stream" or 
the "Missouri stream," as they ap­ 
proach 
S t 
Louis 
from 
“ down 
river.”

• 
FO R SOM E strange reason, the 
Missouri rivers w-ater does not 
merge with the Mississippi stream 
as the two rivers join above St. 
Louis. The Missouri forces the Mis­ 
sissippi toward the Illinois bank, 
and the two proceed southward, 
side by side, for more than 35 
miles, before a complete merger is 
made. 
How has this been ascertained? 
The Corps of Engineers has been 
aware of this uncanny fact for 
years, 
from 
aerial 
photographs, 
and from samples of water taken 
from 
various 
sections 
of 
the 
stream. Only recently has the data 
been made public. 
The 
Missouri 
stream 
carries 
much more silt than the Missis­ 
sippi. When photographed, it is 
clearly identified, especially when 
color film is used. 
With special sampling Instru­ 
ments, let down into tho stream, 
the Corps of Engineers takes water 
samples to prove their contention.

On June IS, 1950, an Emergency Board 
appointed by the President under the 
term* of the Railway Labor Act—an Act 
largely fathered by tile union* themselves 
—made its recommendations on certain 
wage and working conditions (“rules in 
railroad language) which had been in dis­ 
pute between employe* and the railroads. 
More Than 90% of Employes Accept 
Since then, terms equal to or better than 
the Board recommendations have Ixeen 
accepted by about 1,200,000 railroad em­ 
ployes—more than 9035 of the total of all 
workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad union*. 
Less Thin 10% Refuse 
But three unions—with about 130,000 
men, or less than 10% of the total—have 
refused to accept, even after months of 
negotiations. These three unions are the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive b ire mon 
and Knginemen, ami the Order of Railway 
Conductors. These are three of the so­ 
called “operating” union*. Already the 
higltest paid men in the industry, their 
leaders demand still further advantages 
over other workers. 
In all, there are about 270,000 operating 
employes. But not all of them, by any 
means, are represented by BLE, BLF&b, 
or ORC. A* a matter of fact, less than 
half—132,000 to be exact—an* in these 
three unions. 
More than half—about 
140,OW)—are in other unions, principally 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard 
to understand is that these 140,000 op­ 
erating employes are working under wages 
and rules which the leaders of the other 
130,000 say they cannot agree to. 
What Do the Railroads Offer I 
They offer these three union* the same 
sett lenient which was contained in a Mem­ 
orandum of A groom nit signed at th© White 
House on December 21, 1950. by four 
brotherhood* and the railroads. Later 
thrice brotherhoods sought to repudiate 
this agreement. But on May 25,1951, the 
Brot herhood of Railroad Trainmen signed 
a complete agreement carrying out the 


principle* of the Memorandum Agreement 
of December 21. They have been working 
under this agreement since May 25. 
What About Wages? 
Under the terms of Hie agreement, yard 
engineers, firemen and conductors would 
now be receiving a wage increase of 5.34 
an hour (12.72 a day) and road engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now be re­ 
ceiving an increase of 194 cents an hour 
($1.56 per day ). Large sums of retroactive 
pay have already accrued and if the agree­ 
ment is carried out, will be paid promptly. 
What About “Cost of Living” Increase's? 
'Hie White House Agreement includes an 
“escalator” clause under which wages w ill 
be geared to changes in the Government's 
cost-of-living index. Two such incresses 
—April and July, 1951 —have already been 
paid to the 90 I of railroad employ es cov­ 
ered by signed agreement a. 
What About the 40-Hour Week? 
The White House Agreement calk for the 
establishment©! the 40-hour week in prin­ 
ciple, for employes in yard service. The 
employes can have it any time after Jan­ 
uary I, 1952. provided the manpower sit­ 
uation is such that the railroads can get 
enough men to perform tile work with 
reasonable regularity at straight time 
rates. If the parties do not agree on the 
auestiou of availability of manpower, th© 
White House Agreement prov ides arbitra­ 
tion by a referee app© in tedny th© President. 
What Fine IV) the Union 
Leaders Demand? 
The continued quibbling of the leaders of 
the three union# has to do principally with 


rules changes, which have already been 
agreed to by the Brotherhood 01 Railroad 
Trainmen. Of these, the principal one 
seem* to be that having to do with so­ 
called "interdiviaional service” — runa 
whit Ii take in two or more seniority dis­ 
tr ut*. 
rive union leaders would bar progress 
and efficiency in til© industry, and bet;* r 
service to til© public, by maintaining a 
situation where they can arbitrarily stop 
a railroad from establishing such inter* 
divisional run*. The carriers propose that 
if a railroad wishes to set up an inter- 
divisional run, the railroad ana the unions 
should try to acne on such run an I the 
conditions which should surround its es­ 
tablishment, and if the railroad and tile 
unions can’t agree, the matter will be sub­ 
mitted to arbitration. 
But the three union leaders still refuse. 


Rules (’an Re Arbitrated 
The railroads have not only offered the**' 
Ibm* unions the same rules agreed to by 
the BRT and covered bv the White blouse 
A|ret'ment, but have even a greco, to sub­ 
mit such rules to arbitration. 


The Industry Pattern Is Fixed 
With the pattern so firmly established in 
the railroad industry, it seems fair to sug­ 
gest that tile leaders of BLK, B U AF, 
and ORC stop their quibbling ami t uke 
action to make the railroad labor picture 
100^ complete. Certainly udav a e o* 
none- and international situationcalk lur 
a united front. And certainly no good rea­ 
son has been adv ane. d why these three 
unions should be preferred over ail other 
railroad employes.

Deal Told

The Savings Bonds Division for 
Ohio has begun distribution of a 
new piece of promotional literature 
entitled “ A Farm Plan For Mach­ 
inery Replacement,” 
which sets 
forth a suggested method of pro­ 
viding for depreciation of tractors 
or other farm machinery over a 
period of IO years. 
According to Judge William I). 
Radcliff, Savings Bond chairm an 
for Pickaway County, the value 
of machinery in motor vehicles 
on farm s has increased about JIO 
billion in the six years since the 
end of World War II and is now 
worth more than $14 billion. 
In new' program , a plan is set 
forth under which the f a r m e r , 
through defense bonds, could cover 
the full depreciation on a tractor 
purchased at $2,250 and have $287 
additional. The Savings Bonds Di­ 
vision noted that farm records indi­ 
cate m any farm ers disregard de­ 
preciation and might have to raise 
approxim ately $750 in cash at the 
tim e of purchase of a new' tractor, 
$1500 in the next year or two, and 
would have to pay $50 or $100 inter­ 
est on the money borrowed. 
* • * 


“ A F A R M E R should realize most 
of the equipment bought since the 
end of World W ar II will be worn 
out or obsolete within IO years or 
so,” the plan says ‘‘The more m a ­ 
chinery you own, the more you will 
eventually have to replace to m ain­ 
tain your current level of m echani­ 
zation. and m any farm ers hope to 
expand and improve their equip­ 
ment by adding more and better 
m achines.” 
Noting that “ unfortunately, the 
sizeable cost of annual depreciation 
is not recognized by m any fa rm ­ 
ers until they face the day of m ak­ 
ing replacem ents,” the plan bases 
its suggested program on a tractor 
that costs $2,250 and is good for 
about IO years use. 
It presents a Series E Bond in 
vestm ent and machinery depreci­ 
ation chart. The last column of 
the chart shows the value of the 
bonds including the initial cost 
and earned interest. 
“ Looking ahead IO years,” the 
plan notes, “ it is anybody’s guess 
what farm income will be. Some of 
the years m ay be much less favor­ 
able financially than the present. 
In any event, it is not too early to 
think of how to finance the exten­ 
sive 
machinery replacements IO 
years from now if farm income 
were to drop. 
“ Of course, we have no assur­ 
ance the $2,537 accumulated in a 
depreciation reserve (with annual 
investment of $225 in S e r i e s E 
Bonds) will buy a new tractor when 
the time comes for replacement. 
“ The reserve may buy more than 
a tractor or it may not pay the en­ 
tire cost. But whether or not this 
reserve fund will cover the entire 
price of a new tractor, it will at 
the very least pay part of the cost

S. is "be-j 
wildered, punch drunk” and 
mov­ 
ing toward an “ inflationary crack­ 
up.” 
The leading article in the U. S. 
News anti World Report contend­ 
ed that America is preparing for 
the kind of conflict R u s s i a will 
avoid “ at almost any cost” while 
the Soviets are fighting 
in their 
own way. 
The 
magazine 
maintained that 
using such weapons as fifth 
col­ 
umns, revolutions, assassinations, 
purges and satellite wars, Russia 
I is making steady progress in her 
campaign of world conquest. 
As for the U S. defense program. 
the periodical declared: 
( 
“ War preparation. U. 
S. 
style, 
aimed at some imaginary war that 
! Russia will not fight unless attack­ 
ed, is geared to yield disaster for 
all. 
“ If this imaginary war of the fu­ 
ture is fought it promises to blow 


up everybody and everything. Its 
conception is that of horror and I 
obliteration. Its aim, as officially 
outlined, is to leave the world a 
.shambles that nobody but a Com- j 
munist would want to run.” 
Moreover, the magazine said that 
the I 
S. is “ back on its heels, out 
of ideas, able to think of nothing 
but arm am ent for the 
imaginary 
war that Communists 
are 
deter­ 
mined not to fight.” 
The article argued that to win 
World W ar 111 the U. S. must stop 
planning for “ chaos” and start to 
“ turn against Russia’s CQmmunists 
the weapons that Communist Rus­ 
sia uses against the West.”
